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ECONOMIC SITUATION IN TAMIL NADU. 


RAINFALL. 


Tho Moth-east monscon sect cver ccastal Tamil Nadu on 22nd October 1979. The monsoon 


fa) 
ae 


)ain wes acficient in Octobe: excessive in November and deficient :in December. 


Due to the T- ough line, upper cyclonic circulation and low pressure area formed in the bay 
thrice during October resulting in isolated rainfall. The rainfall of October was less than nor- 
mial by 27 per cent. 


Cruving the month of November, monsoon was active duc to the frequent accurance of low 
pressure ere. This resulted in wide spread and heavy rainfall, The rainfall during this month 
was $2] per cent above the normal. In all the districts, the rainfall -was excessive and parti- 
cularty more than 100 per cent of the normal in North Arcot, Salem, Dharmapuri, Periyar, Coim- 
batore, Tiruchirappalli, Pudukkottai, Madurai, Ramanathapuram, Tirunelveli and The Nilgiris 
districts. 


Low pressure area formed in the bay thrice during December and the rainfall was isolated. 
It was deficient by 41 per cent in December for the State. 


For the scascn as a whele the rainfall was excessive in South Arcot, North Arect, Periyar, 
Coimbatore, Tiracairappali, Pudukkcttai, Madurai, Ramanathapuiam, Tirunelveli and The 
Nilgiris distiicts and the cther districts had normal rainfall. For the state,’ the | North-east 
monsvon rainfall was excessive by 31 per cent. 


Due to heavy rain, there were floods in Palar, Cheyyar, Vaigai, Amaravath, rivers and ucarly 
600 tanks were breached, 139 lives were losi in different districts of the State and damages were 
caused to propeities and standing crops. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


Durmg the first month of this quaite:, water supply was adequate in the State except in 
Scuth Arcet, North Arcot, Ramanathapuram, Tirunelveli, Dharmapuri and The Nilgiris districts. 
The state felt the impact of heavy north-east monsoon rain in November 1979 and the water sup- 
ply was adequate in all districts. All the rainfed tanks and irrigation sources were’full particule rly 
in southern dry districts of Ramanathapuram and Tirunelveli. In all the rivers, wafer was flowing. 


WATER LEVEL. 


Due tc the onset of north-east monsoon rains the water level in all the reservoits of the State 
steadily increased and reached the maximum level. During Novembe: 1979 in Manimuthar 
Reservoir the water level was 108 feet. and an emergency was declared by the Public Works 
Department. The water levels in Papanasam and Manimuthar rose up to 27 feet and 18 
feet respectively by the heavy rains between 8th Novembet 1979 end 12th November 1979. The 
first flood warning went to Kerala as Periyar reservoir level rcse to 143 feet on 12th November 
i979 just 2 feet below the maximum, recontmended by the Central water of Power Commission 
The biggest reservoirs in Coimbatore districts, Paramtbikulam: and Amaravaithy were full, while 
the lower Bhavani started surplussing. [t is good year of rainfall so fai as irrigation sources 
are concerned. 


AGRICULTURE 


The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to villages papers was 13-0 million hec- 
tars in 1977-78. Out of which, the net area sown accounted for 63 million hectares, the area 
cultivable but not cultivated showed 2:4 million hectares and the uncultivable land was 4-3 million 
hectares out of the 63 million hectares of net area Sown 2:8 million hectares or about 45-0 percent 
was irrigated, The area Sown more than once was 1°5 million hectares of which 0-9 million hec- 
tares or about 60:2 percent was irrigated. 


INDEX NUMBERS OF AGRICULTURAL ECONOMY. 


The index Numbers of area under crop, yield, production, cropping intensity and produc- 
tivity per hectare for 1978-79 (p) has increased by 2:2; 6-2; 9-5; 2:1; 0°3; 9-1; points respectively 
when compared with the previous year 1977-78: The index of cropping pattern has decreased 
by 03 points: from 1977-78 to 1978-79. 
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GOCONUT AND ARECANUT. 


According to the provisional estimates of coconut and Arecanut survey, the estimated ares 
under Coconut in Tamil Nadu for 1978-79 was 110,729 hectares and its total production was 
1056-60 million nuts. When Compared with the previous year the estimated area and production 
of coconut showed an increase o 0-9 percent and 1-7 percent respectively. The estimated area 
under arecanut was 4160 hectares with the total production of 2,947 tonnes of cured arecanuts 
recording an increase of 2:5 percent and 2-3 percent respectively over the previous year. 


Minor Crops. 


During 1977-78 the total area for the districts covered under onions, chillies, potato (winter 
and summer combined) and Tapioca was 18045, 77961, 11424 and 50878 hectares respectively, 
while ie onamates production of these crops was 189 360, 64550, 99450 and 126 2390 tonnes 
respectively. 


CROP PROSPECTS. 


The North east monsoonic showers were in time during the beginning of the quarter, giving 
an alluring impetus to the agricultural operations in the State. The State had experienced heavy, 
vehement downpour during the middle of the quarter due to the fierce outbreak of North East 
Mofisoon ; the rains caused Copious supply of water to almost all tanks and reservoirs of the state 
enriching the irrigational potentiality and engyring sufficient water supply for the Crops of the Rabi 
Summer seasons. > 


The Coin, however is not without the other side. The set back suffered due to heavy flood 
havoc in Madurai, Ramanathapuram and Tirunelveli districts were being overcome with quick 
and more effective remedial measures, taken especially with reference to Kodera! sector. 


The standing samba and thaladi paddy crops were submerged in water in certain regions of 
Thanjavur district. The late transplanted kuruvai paddy which got matured and about to be 
harvested also suffered badly in certain pockets. 


Paddy fields were reported to be under water in some parts of Soyth Arcot, Tiruchtrappalli, 
Tirunelveli and Kannivakumari districts for certain petiod duting the time of continuous rains, 


Tiansplation of samba paddy was almost completed in all the districts, 


Sugarcane crop was being harvested extensively in South Arcot and Coimbatote districts, 
The harvest of Kuruvai paddy in Thanjavur district had been completed. 


Groundnut crop was harvested extensively in Dharmapuri District. The out turn was 
normal. 


The standing thalady and samba paddy were in good conditions in Thanjavur district, 


With adequate water supply from Ponniyar reservoir the standing crops in Tiruchirappall 
District were coming up well. The standing crops in Salem District were beiter nourished with 
bounteous supply of water from Mettur Dam. 


The supply of water from Peachiaparai and Perunchani reserviors in Kanniyakumari district 
and Lower Bhavani Project and Kalingarayan Channel in Periyar District had ensured conducive 
growth conditions of the standing crops in those regions and better results anticipated. 


Severe frost winter season is now prevailing in the Nilgiris District during night time, It 
is feared that the standing crops particularly potatoes, tea, coffee and Vegetables will have a very 
bad effect on account of frost. 


The condition of the standing crops in all other districts of the State is good. 


INDUSTRES. 


Industrial production in Tamil Nadu increased by 12-3 per cent during the quarter ended 
September 1979 as the average general index increased from 159-8 in the quarter ended June 
1979 to {79-4 in the quarter ended September 1979. The increase in the General Index was 
mainly due to increase in cotton yarn, Railway wagons and Electricity Generated. The Minin 
Manufacturing and Electricity sectors, recorded an increase of 17-7 per cent, 9-3 per cent and 278 
per cent rspectively. 


Significant increases in production were notleed in respect of Mapnestit 
Pressure Boilers and fittings, railway wagons and pn ey cenapared e, Cotton Yarn, Righ 


However sizable decreases in output were observed in respect of Gypsu 
Varnishes, Paints and Ena mels, Tractors, Motor Cycles and Synthetic del Na (Refined), 


HANDLOOM. 


The Produetion of Handloom Cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter end 
1919 was estimated at 16, 14,31,000 metres as against at the 16.77,77,000 er seri boa 
vious quarter ; The decrease is just 3-78 per cent. This fall in the production of Hnadloom oth 
was mainly due to the Textile Mills, strike throughout Tamil Nadu during the quarter under 
ieview. Asa result there was spurt in yarn prices and weavers were not in a position to get 
enough yars. 


Join? sTOCK COMPANIES. 


During the quarter ended December 1979, 8 public companies and 100 private companies 
wore newly registered as against 7 public companies and 74 private companies during the previous 
quarter. 


The total authorised capital of newly registered public and private companies during t 
quarter ended December 1979 was Rs. 1,245-99 lakhs as against 866-30 lakhs dicing the alter 
ous quarter. 


During this quarter under review and as well as the previous quarter no company went into 
liquidation. 


RURCTRICITY. 


During the quarter ended December 1979 the generation of electricity was 2,062 
anits as against 2,075 million units during the previous quarter. y 1062 million 


The total consumption of electricity increased from 2,039 million units during the quarter 
ended June 1979 to 2,137 million units during the quarter ended September 1979. 


During the quarter ended December 1979, 10,579 agricultural pumpsets were energised. 


TRANSPORT. 


During quarter ended September 1979 the total number of newly registered motor vehicles 
in Tamil Nadu was 7,147 as against 7,238 during the previous quarter. 


JNDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALY? PRICES IN TAMIL NaDu 
(Base YEAR 1970-71 —100). 


The revised series of index numbers of wholesale prices in Tamil Nadu with base year 1970-71 
has been published from the month of July 1979. The wholesale price index number in Tamil 
Nadufor the quarter ended December 1979 advanced by 5-84 per cent to 218-10 points as agai net 
206-07 in the previous quarter.

The revised series of rural price Index Number in Tamil Nadu is published from the 
tnonth of July 1979.

Thecorrespondins index number 
for the previous quarter was 196-81.

During the quarter under review the index of prices received by :he farmer moved down by 6:94 
percentto 402 points. The index number of prices paid by the farmer however moved up by 
3-13 per cent to 658 points. 


The index of parity also moved down by 10-29 percentto 61 points. 


TRADE, 


The total quantum of foreign trade through the ports in Tamil Nadu during the year 1978-79 
was of the order of Rs. 1,555 crores, of which exports accounted for Rs. 652 crores and imports 
Rs. 903 crores. As compared with the year 1977-78, the exports and imports show an increase of 
21 per cent and 85 per cent respectively. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


The total number of employment seekers on the live Register of Employment Exchanges at 
the end of Quarter ended December 1979, decreased by 0:1 per cent when compared with the pre- 
vious quarter. The number of persons registered in the Exchanges during this quarter decreased 
by 27:8 per cent when compared with the previous quarter. The placements made through the 
employment Exchanges during this quaticr increased by 10-4 per cent, when compared with the 
previous quarter. 


LOCAL Boplgs. 


As on 3lst March 1978 there were 2 Corporations, 3 Special Grade, 10 Selection Grade, 
25 First Grade, 33 Second Grade, 25 Third Grade Municipalities and 8 Township Committces in 
the State, 
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STRUCTURAL CHANGES IN THETOT L QUANTUM OF FOREIGN EXPORTS 
THROUGH TAMIL NADU PORTS DURING 1960-61 TO 1977-78. 


Foreign exports play « vital role in the economic growth of « ration, It is more so in the 
case of a developing country like India. Underdevel. ged ccunitrigs depend mostly upon 
the imports from other countries for capital formation ond industrialisation, As the imports 
will have to be paid for only by exports, there is a plight among developing countries to increase 
the quantum of exports. In the following paragraphs, the changes that have taken palce in the 
total quantum of exports through the Tamil Nadu ports during 1960-61 to 1977-78 are discussed in 
detail. 


2. There are 4 sea ports and two air ports through which imports and exports are carried on in 
Jamil Nadu. They are {1} Madras Po +t, (2: Cuddalore Port, (3) Nucapattinam Port and (4) Tuti- 
corin Portand (1) St. Thomas Mount Air Port» iid (2 Trochirappuii Atrport. The total quantum 
cf exports carried through _ these ports increased from Rs. 63 c.ores 
during 1960-61 to Rs, 539 crores during 1977-78. The incre: Wed Gute gradual. The export 
doubled itself from Rs. 63 crores in 1960--61 to Rs. 130 crores during 1967-68. The increase was 
four-fold during 1972-73 (Rs, 252 crores) is compared to 19€9-6! (Rs, 63 ¢ eres), The Index 
aumber of exports for the year 1977-78 works out to 855 using 1969-6] export figures cs base 
or 100. 


3. It would bé quite interesting to watch the figures of exports throvgh Tamil Nadu ports ag 
comp-red tu All India Exporis. The exports through Tamil Nadu Ports have increased in contor- 
mity wich the All India exports, keeping the same pica ofgrowth. The All India Fxports increised 
from Rs. 640 crores during 1960-61 to Rs, 5,595 crores during 1977-78, the increase bens 8-6 
times during 1977-78 as comp: red to 1960-6]. Siml rly, the exports through Tiamil Nadu sorts 
also rose from Rs. 63 crores during 1960-61 to Rs. 539 crires during 1977-78 the increase belne 
8-5 times during 1977-78 as comprred to 1960 61. Itisalso abserved that there were ay remirkable 
changes in the share of Tamil N::du ports in All India Exports. The least contribution of 
Tamil Nadu ports Al} India Exports was 9:2 per cent during 1974-75 and 
the maximum share was 13-7 per cen’ during 1969-70. On the Whole, the 
percentage contrib:.tion of Tamil Nadu Ports to All India Exnorts ranged between 9:2 per cent to 
13-7 percent during the years 1960.-61 to 1977-78. : 


4. The growth of sxports through Tamil Nadu ports vas considerable wheu compered with 
imports. The exports increased by 8:5 times during 1977-78 as Compared to 1960-6] while the 
imports grew only by 5-1 times during the above period. The ration between experts snd imports 
was [:2;4 and 1:2-6 during 1966-67 and 1967-68 respectively. It was 1-2 during 1965..66 snd 
1968-69; 1:1-7 during 1964-65 and 1974-75; 1:1-6 during 1962-63: 1970 TL und 1971..72: 
1-15 during 1960-61, 1962.63 and 1973-74, 1:1 during 1972-73, 1975.76 aad 1976-77. During the 
yeur 1977-78 the ratio between exports and imports fell to the lowest lovel of 1:09 which mean 
the total quantum of exports Was More than the futsal anadkus sO taneyte Curing the year, 


5. It is heartening Lo see that the exports through Tamil Nadu Ports heve gained Momentum 
irom (975-76. The expat us MCT Ewsed. from Rs. 302 evores ce: dz 1874-75 te Rs. 452 crores, Rs, 522 
crores and Rs. 539 crores during the year 1975-76, 1976-77 and 1977-78 respectively. During 
this period, the total quantum of exports has tol only equalled with the impo ts al 
L. peitOu, t: reste # a Jt OF he Ati uM ey impor g also exceeded 
the toal quantum o! imports. The fatio between syne-ts and lrapotts was 1:1 during 1975-76 
and 1976-77 and 1:0-0 during 1977-78. To Sum up, % very Conducive atmosphere ig preyailing as

—Detailed Planning requires data not only at the 
district level as at present but also for lower administrative units. In view of the above ‘ai m, the 
data on irrigation on a Talukwise basis for North Arcot district are presented in the following 
pages. 


Table No. I, Number Irrigation Sources by Taluks.—Gudiyitham taluk ranks first in the 
district with 346 Government canals followed by Tirupathue which has 92 Government canals 
There are no private canals in the district. Cheyyar has 32 tuo> wells and ranks first among the 
taluks followed by 19 tube wells in Arkonam taluk. Arcot taluk has only 3 tube wells. There 
are ne tube wells in the remaining ten taluks, 


Gudiyatham taluk tops in the list having the number of wells used for irrigation purposes 
with 34,738, followed by Tiruvannamalai taluk, which has 29,272 wells. Chengam taluk has 
one Reservoir and no other taluk has Reservoir in the district. , 


Wandiwash taluk has 470 tanks and ranks first, followed by Cheyyar taluk which has 375 
tanks and both account for 14-7 per cent and 11-8 per cent respectively in the district,

tube wells and ordinary wells are chief source of Irrigation in the district. Among them ordin:ry

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IH. UNEMPLOYMENT AMONG TEACHING GRADUATES IN TAMIL NADU: 


Object of the survey.—The « bject Gf the survey are to assess (i) the proportion of employed 
persons among the teaching degree holders in Tamil Nadu who were registered with employment 
exchanges, (ii) characteristics of unemployr-ent of registrants in the employment exchanges and 
(iii) the utilisation pattern of employed job-seckers registered in Employment Exchanges and the 
extent of unemployment and under employment among them. 


The study covers on a sample basis all the B.T., B.Ed., M.Ed., degree holders borne on the 
Live-Registers of the Employment Exchanges in Tamil Nadu as on 3ist December 1976. 


Sampling Technique and sample size.~A startified unistage random sampling technique was 
adopted for the survey, where the districts formed the strata and the B.T., B.Ed. or M.Ed. degree 
holders registered with the Employment Exchanges formed the sampling unit. There were 7,412 
graduates on the Live-Registers of the Employment Exchanges including University Employment 
information and Guidance Bureau as on 31st December 1976. A 10 per cent sample in each 
district was selected for the State as a whole 740 graduates were selected for the conduct of the 
survey. 


Results of the survey -The proportion of the teaching graduates job-seekers was found to be 
higher in the districts of Madras, North Arcot,Coimbatore and Kanniyakumari (constituting about 
1012 per cent of the registered) as per the Live-Register figures of the Employment Exchanges 
in the Stare. The Jowest percentage of the job-seekers is found in the districts of South Arcot, 
The Nilgiris and Pudukkottai. 


Out of 619 graduates who responded for the survey, 135 constituting 22 per cent of the total, 
were already in some jobs or ether. The percentage of employed job-seekers were more pre- 
dominent in the districts of TiruchirappaJli and Chengalpattu. An analysis of the employed 
teaching graduate job-seckers reveals that 75 per cent of them are in teaching profession while 
nearly 25 per cent of them are in non-teaching profession. 


Distribution of job-seekers by age and sex.—It is observed that, nearly 61 per cent of the 
registrants were in the age group of 25-29, 24 per cent come under the age group of 20—24 and 
remaining 15 per cent come under the age group of 30 and above. Considering the registrants 
who were actually unemployed, about 51 per cent Uf the job-seekers are men and 49 per cent are 
women and that of the employed job-seekers the percentage of men being 64 per cent and that of 
women 36. The maximum percentage comes in the age group of 25-29 followed by 30 per cent 
in the age group of 30 and above and the remaining 11 per cent in age group of 20—24. 


__ Distribution of job-seekers by Community and marital status—Scventy per cent of the 
job-seekers Eelong to backward Communities 5 per cent either Schedule Caste or Scheduled Tribes 
and the remaining 25 per cent in other category. 


Among the Backward Communities 55 per cent were men and 45 per cent were women 
whereas in the category of Schedule. Caste/Schcduled Tribes, 65 per cent were men and 35 
per cent were women. 456 per cent of the total job-seekers were never married and 44 per cent 
wete married job-seekers. 


Activity status of Registrants—It is observed that out of the teaching graduates who obtained 
B.Ed., degree, only 1 per cent go in for post-graduation. Of the teaching job-seekers, 47 per cent 
are women. 


Considering the B.Ed. degree holders alone it is noticed that 14 per cent of the registrants 
employed are men and 7 per cent arc women. Of the registrants (B.Ed.), who are actually un- 
employed 42 per cent are men and 37 per cent are women. 


Employment of job-seckers in different sectors. Fifly two per cent of employed job seekers 
were in private scctor. 30 per cent in State Government, 13 per cent in Jocal bodies and 4 per 
cent in the State Quasi Government. Only cne percent of the teaching graduate job-seekers 
were self-employed, 


Distribution of employed registrants by monthly earning —The monthly earnings of teaching 
graduates varied widely wilh 14 pcr cent in the income range of below Rs, 200,9 per cent in the 
income range Of Rs, 20¢—200, 22 per cent in the income range of Rs. 400—500 and 16 per cent 
in the income range of Rs. 500 and above. Nearly half of the employed teaching graduates were 
getting a monthly earning of below Rs. 400. 


Number of calls received for interview ~The teaching graduates, who have registered before 
31st December 1970, had been on the Live-Register substantially for a longer duration of 2 to 5 
years and in certain cases even up to 6 years to get the first call for interview. It is observed that 
there are registrants who have not secured job even after attending 4th call. 
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Time Lag in getting employment.—It is observed that nearly 9 per cent of the employed job 
seekers got their employment only after a period of 4—7 years. 16 per cent get theiz job within 
a period of one year and that nearly half of the employed job-seekers had to wait for 1 to 3 years. 


A higher proportion of men got their empfoyment in a shorter period than women regist 
rants. About 1/5 of women employed job-seekers had to wait for more than 5 years as against. 
4 per centin the case of men job-seekers. On an average women waited for 3 months more than 
the male job-seekers to get jobs. , 


Preference of unemployed job-seekers —An. analysis of the data, on the willingness of the 
teaching z:aduate job-seekers to take up teaching profession was also made. Nearly 69 per cent 
of the job-seekers expressed their willingness to take up teaching profession and 31 per cent for 
non-teaching prefession. From those who desires to go in for teaching professlon 53 per cont 
were men and 47 per cent were women, Among .those who wished to go in for non-teaching 
profession 54 per cent were men and 46 per cent were, women. , 


Mobittty of un-employed graduates—47 per cent of the job-seekers expressed their willingness 
to serve in the State, among those who expressed their wingness to serve in the State, 47 per cent 
were women and 53 per cent were men. 24 per cent of the unemployed job-seekers were prepared 
to accept job anywhere in the country and among this 77 per cent were men and 23 per cent 
were women. 720 per cent of the un-employed job-seekers desired to take up placements within 
thelr districts and among those who opted this 30 per cent were men, 70 per cent were women. ° 


About -9 per cent of the unemployed fob-seekers opted to serve any where or even outside 
. the country and among them 81 per cent were men and 19 per cent were women.

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1, CLIMATE AND RAINFALL. 
RAINFALL. 


Daily rainfall dita are collected every monthin respect of 420 raingauge stations spread over 
Tamu Nadu, maintained by tie Revenue Department, Public Works Depariment, Forest Depart- 
ment and Southern Railway for the State as a whole, the rainfall was excess by 120 per cent in 
November 1979 compared to excessive rainfall of 26 per cent in November 1978. But State 
iec.ived deficient rainfall of 41 per cent less than normal in December 1979. Compared 
to the excessive rainfall of 153 per cent in December 1978. All the districts reccived good rain 
in November 1979. For che North east Monsvon, State recoded 31 per cent above the normal 
rainfall, while it was 30 per cent for the same session of the previous year. 


Due to frequent occurrences of low pressure urea during this season moist-weather prevailed 
over the State. Due to depression the monsoon was very vigorous in November resulting heavy 
rainfall which caused floods in many districts. 


Due to heavy rains soine rivers were flooded causing damage to lives and crops. The details 
are furnished as follows :—- 


tn Madras, 3 Major drinking water sourees Poondi, Red Hills and Cholavaram were full 
and the city may not have water scarcity in 1980. In North Arco!, there was food in Palar and 
Cheyyar rivers during November 1979. 12 person: died due to heavy rains. tn South Arcot 
about 21, 000 acres of Paddy crops were completely dumsged with foods. Due to floods in miny 
tuluks of Periyar, District heavy damages were veport-d. On I4th November, water from 
lower Bhavani dam was let out. In the Nilgiris districé heavy rains caused land slips, damages 
to road, propertics aud standuty crops. Persons tusi their lives in Cooagor taluk due to landslips 
San ing Samba and Thali Crops in abou! 79,090 acres wis submerged in Thanjavur district. In 
Tiruchirappalli district due to ince sant and heavy fluods in Arm iravathi, Nanganji Kudaganur rivers 
and other jungle streams parts of Karur, Kulithulsi, Lalgudi and Uday.r Palayam ‘aluks and the 
entire taluk of Tiruchir::;palli were effected. Breaches Occurred in several tanks inundating both 
wet and dry crops. Breaches occured in $4 maior and 35 :ninor irrigation tanks. More than 
200 villages were affected. In Madurai district there were 4.0.1 ia the tract of Y Vigil river causing 
diva.ges to hutsand -22is and about 4,000 acres of land were rendered useless by sand casting 
eavy rains and floods in Vaigai river caused extensive damage to standing crops and paddy in 
Ramanathapuram district. More than 1,000 tanks were bre:ched Relief oper:tiuns were carried 
out on a war footing utilising the services of army, bouts and helicopters. In Tirunelveli district, 
when water level of Mivimethar Oamsetrid 108 fs 9 emergency was declared by Public 
Work¢ Department to vacate the Public from low level areas. Due to floods, Paddy 
Plantain, Bet.Ivines and dry crops were damaged. Road communication “Bett 
and Tiruchendur was distr pted. Flood waters washed ayay Rs. 23 lakh bridge under con- 
wate acrést Tamiraparani. In Kanniyakumari districts*due to breaches in Thamarafkulam 
tank, and‘ Pazhayar river more than 500 acres of Paddy fields were affected in waram 
taluk. For the State as a whole, 6,000 were totally damaged and 8,900 partly damaged. 398 
Public Works Departniefit: 191 minor irrigation sources were breached and 284 a 
réads, 137 municipal roads and 808 Panchayat roads damaged: 139 lives were lost. Over : 
relief camps were run and 96,000 persons were fed. In spite of the calamities encountered by 
Tammil-Nadia;‘the North east Monsoon rainfall was very advantageous, as the State will be able 
to meet water requirements for agriculture, power generation and drinking during the year 1980.

During the trsi noah of this quater waite: supp's was adeguete in the state excem in South 
A-cot. Norta Arcot, Ri.aanithapus..a, Tiruneveli. Dharmapuri and the Nilziris districts, The 
S.a felt the impact of heavy Nor h East Monsoon cain in November 1979 and the water 
supply was adequate in all districts, All the rainfed .anks and irrig tion sources were full 
pacticularly in Southern dry districts of Ramanathapuram and Tirune'veli. In allthe riv. rs, water 


was flowing. 


Duce to the onset of North East Monsoon rains, the water level in all the reservoirs of the S‘ ate 
stetdily increased and r:ached the maximum level. During November, 1979. in Manimu:ha- 
Reservoir the watcr level was 108 fez! and an emergency was declared by the Public Works 
Department: The water levels in Pioanasim and Manimuthar rose up to 27 feet and 18 feet 
respectively by the heavy rains betwo-n 8th November 1979 and 12th November 1979. The first 
hiood warning went to Kerala and Periyar Reservoir level rose to 143 feet on 12th November 
1979 just 2 feet below tue maximun,rz-9mmended by the Central Water of Power Commission, 
The biggest reservoirs in Coimbatore district, Parambikulam and Amaravathi were full, while 
the lower Bhavani started surplussing. It is good year of rainfall so far as irrigation sources 


are concerned.

Tamil Nadu occupies the eleventh rank among the States in India in regard to size with an 
area of 130,069 sq. km. 


As regards population , Tamil Nida ranks fifth among the states in India. According te 
Census 1971 the population in Tamil Nida is 41,199,168 of which 50.6 percent are males and 49-4 
percent are females, 28,734,334 persons or 69-7 percent of the population are in rural areas 
and the remaining 12,464,834 persons cr 30-3 percent are in urban areas. 


Ofthe total population 14,741,967 persons(35-8 percent) are classified as workers and 
26,457,201 persons (54-2 percent) as noa-workers. Among the workers 11,667,065 (79-1 percent) 
are males and 3,074,902 (20-9 percent} are female;.

LAND UTILISATION. 


The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to village papers was 13-0 million 
hectares in 1977-78. Out of which the net area sown accounted for 6-3 million hectares, the area 
cultivable but not cultivated showed 2-4 million hectares and the uncultivable land was 4-3 million 
hectates. Out of the 6:3 million heciares of the net area sown 2:8 million hectates or about 45:0 
per cent was irrigated. The area sown more than once was1:5millionof which 0-9 million 
hec! wires or about 60-2 per cent was irrigated. 


Out of 2-4 million hectares of total area cultivable but not cultivated, 1-2 million hectares or 
49-% percent was under current f-llows and the remaining 50-4 percent was under other non-culti- 
vated lands excluding current fallows. The extent of area under uncultivable land was 4:3 million 
hestares comprising 2-0 million hectares (46-8 per cent) of forest land and 2-3 million hectares 
(52-2 per cent) of other uncultivable area including land put to non-agricultural uses. 


The gross cropped area was 7-8 million hectares out of which 3-7 million hectares or 47-9 per 
cent. was irrigated.

Wells and other sources.--Wells including tube wells were the Chief irrigation source in Salem 
Dharmapuri, Coimbatore, North Arcot, South Arcot, Madurai, Tiruchitapalli and Tirunelveil 
districts accounting for 76-0 per cent, 59-6 per cent, 51:9 per cent, 48°6 per cent, 45-5 per cont 
45-4 per cent, 36:5 per cent and 35-9 per cent respectively. 


Other sources of irrigation such as Channels and kasams were important in the Nilgiris 
district where it accounted for 89-9 per cent. 


Wells supplementing other Irrigation sources.—Wel's supplemeating other irrigation sources 
served fairly large areas in North Arcot, Chengalpattu, and South Ar-ot Districts, their per cen- 
tages to the total net area irrigated in the district belng 12-1, 9-7 and 6-8 respectively.

According to the provisional estimates of Coconut aad Arecanut survey, the estimated area 
under coconut in Tamil Nadu for 1973 -79 was 119,720 hectares and its total production was, 
1,056-60 million nuts when compared with the previous year, the estimated area and production 
of coconut showed an increase of 0-9 per cant and 1-7 yer cent respectively. The estimated area 
under arecanut was 4,160 hectares with the total production of 2,947 tonnes of cured arecanuts, 
recording an increase of 2-5 par aati and 23 per cout raipsctively over tae previons year.

The North-East monsoonic showers were in time during the beginning of the quarier, giving an 
wliuiug iuupetus io Lue agricuicural operations in the State. ihe State had experincea neavy, 
vehement downpour during the middle of the quarter due to the fierce outbreak of North-East 
Monsoon, the rains caused copius supply of water to almost alltanks and reservoirs of the state 
enriching the irrigational potentiality and ensuring sufficient water supply for the cropsof the rabi 
summer seasons. 


The Coili, ligwerei, is HOL WithGui the Oller side. Tue sei-back suilered due to heavy Sood 
havoc in Madurai, Ramanathapuram and Tirunelveli districts were being overcome with quick 
and more effective remedial measures, taken especially with reference to Agricultural sector. 


The standing samba and thaiadi paddy crops were submerged in water in certain regions of 
Thanjavur cistrict. The late transplanted Kuruvai paddy which got matured and. about to be 
harvested also suffered badly in certain pockets, oe 


Paddy fields were reported to be under water in same parts of South Arcot, Tiruchirapall , 
Tirunelveliand Kanniyakumari distiicts forcertain period during the time of continous rains. 


Transplantation of samba paddy was almost completed in all the districts 


Sugarcane crop was being harvested extensively in South Arcot and Coimbatore districts. 
The harvest of Kuruvai paddy in Thanjavur District had been completed. 


Groundnut crop was harvested extensivelyin Dharmapuri district. The outturn was normal. 
' The standing Thalady Samba paddy werein good condition in Thanjavur district. 


With adequate water supply from Ponnaivar reseryoir the standingcrons in Tiruchirappali 
District were coming up well. The standing crops in Salem District were better nourished with 
bounteous supply of water from Mettur Dam. 


The supply of water from Peachiparai and Perunchani reservoirs in Kanniyakumari district and 
Lower Bhavani Projectand Kalingarayan chaunel in Periyar District had ensured conducive growth 
Conditions of Me standing Gops th those regions and beter results anticipated. 


Severe frost winter season is now prevailing in t! - Nilgiris district during night time, It 
fearedthatthe standing crops particularly potat avs, iea, coffee and Vegetables will have veuy is 
bad effect on account of frost. 


The condition or the standing crops in all other districts of the State is good;

Andoual Survey of Industries is conducted by National Sample Survey Organisation, Govera- 
ment of india under the collection of Statistics Act, 1953 and Collection of Statistics (Central) 
Rules, 1959. 


The factories registered under sections 2 m(i) and 2m (ii) of the Factory Act, 1948, and the 
Beedi establishment are covered by the survey. 


The survey is covered under two parts viz., Census and Non-Census. Factories employing 
50 or more workers using power and 100 or more workers not using power are covered under 
the census sector. Factories employing 10 to 49 workers using power, 20 to 99 workers not 
using power are covered under non-census sector. The survey excludes from its purview, the 
units engaged in defence production storage and distribution of oils, restaurants, cafes and technical 
invnfutions aot reducing anvthing for sale of exchange eventhough they are sepisicred as 


factories under the Factories Act, 1948, 


The survey for the year 1976~77 is the latest for which results are available and the same 
has been given in this issue.

V. HANDLOOM. 


‘The production of handloom Cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter caded September 1979 
was ectimated at 161,431,000 metres as asainst the 167,777,000 metres diving ile: previous quater. 
The decrease is just 3-78 per cent. This fall in the production of Hindiosn: Cloth was mainly 
due to the Textile Mills strike throughout Tami! Nadu during the quarter under review. As a 
resuii there was 4 spuri in yarn prices and ihe weavers were uot in a posiiou «Oo get wugh yarn. 


Amount the different varieties of cloth produced, saree accounted for 29-61 per eent and 
duoties, towels, and Luagies for 12-73 per cent, 19-66 per cent and 3-41 per ceut respectively. 
The remaining 29-59 per cent of the production was shared among shirting, bedspreads, carpet, 
gada, etc. 


Out of the total production, cotton fabrics have accounted for 87:55 per cent followed by 


muxure of Cotton and art silk, artsilk and silk fabrics with 5-29 per cent, 6-46 per cent and 0-7@ 
per cent respectively.

In the context of changes that have tak-n plice in Agricultural and Industrial S-ctors on 
account of Successiv five your plins cad other economic policies outlined by Gov.rnment the 
tevision of an outdated base year of the varicus Index numbers to a recent base year has been 
undertaken by this Department. The Index number of wholesale prices in Tamil Nadu and 
rural price Index number in Tamil Nadu have been revised to the base year 1970--71. The 
Scope and coverage of these indices have also been widened. The methodology adopted has 
been detailed in the following paragraphs: -— 


(1) Wholesale price Index number in Tamil Nadu :— 


The old series of wholesale price index number in Tamil Nadu were compiled on a weekly 
basis with prices as on 21st August 1939 as base year. Now these indices have been replaced 
by a revised series of Index numbers of wholesale prices in Tamil Nadu, with 1970—71 
as base year, following the All India pattern of wholesale price Index numbers. These index 
numbers are compiled on a weekly basis. 


The index basket of the revised series (1970-71 ==100) contains 177 commodities as against 
30 commodities in the present series, the number of quotations being 509. The commodities 
have been grouped similar to the All India Series, as (i) Primary articles (ii) Fuel, Power, and 
light and (iii) Manufactured products. 


The new series is calculated on the principle of weighted arithmetic mean as adopted in com- 
putation of All India series. The Price relatives are calculated as percentage ratios which current 
price quotations bear to those prevailing in the base period. The commodity index is arrived 
atasthe simple arithmetic average of price relatives of varieties or quotations in different markets. 
The sub-group, group and the index for the major group is derived as the weighted arithmectic 
mean of commodity indices. Likewise, the all commodities index is computed as the weighted 
arithmetic mean of major group indices. 


Till now only 30 commodities have been included in working out the wholesale price index 
numbers with base year 1939 for Tamil Nadu. Since the Coverage of Commodities has been 
enlarged, the linking factor for ‘all Commodities’ (General) alone has been worked out by using 
simp . arithmetic conversion method. The Linking factor for the revised series over the old one 
is 11-92.

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PLANTATION LABOUR. 


During the Quarter ended September, 1979, there were 322 registered plantations. Comprising 
of 140 Tea, 145 Coffiee, 31 Rubber and 6 Cinchona Estates, out of which 250 estates furnished 
plantation labour Statistics in Form‘D’ comprising of 110 Tea, 107 Coffee, 29 Rubber and 4 
Cinchona Estates as against 256 Estates in the corresponding quartet of the previous year. 


Tea Plantations —The total number of workers employed in Tea Plantations were 60, 430 during 
the quarter under review as against 56,705 in the corresponding quarter of the previous year, 1-e. 
September, 1978. The percentage of permanent workers to total number of workers was 89 per 
cent during the quarter ended September, 1979, whereas it was 94 per cent in the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. The decrease in the percentage of permanent workers during the 
quarter under reVigw was due to the more employment of Temporary workers. During the 
quarter under review, the average daily attendance of permanent workers were 43,930 as against 
45,105 in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The average daily earnings of permanent 
workers under Garden Men, Women and Minor were Rs. 8.75, Rs. 9.61 and Rs. 5.77 during the 
quarter ended September 1979 as against Rs. 7:89, Rs. 7°93 and Rs. 5.75 respectively in the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year. 


Coffee Plantations.—-9,317 workers were employed in coffce plantations during the quarter 
ended September, 1979 as against 7,706 in the Corresponding quarter of the previous year. Durin 
the quarter under review, 5,627 workers were permanent asagainst 4,846 during the quarter ende 
September, 1978. An average earnings of Rs. 6.47, Rs. 6.03 and Rs. 2.41 were earned by the “en, 
Women and Minors Garden Labour temporary workers in September, 1979 q. arterended. Where 
as Rs. 5.92, Rs. 487 and Rs. 1.62 respectively during the corresponding quarter of the previous 
year, 


Rubber plantations.—During the quartet ended September, 1979, 3,939 workers were employed 
in Rubber plantations as against 4,482 in the Corresponding quarter of the previous year viz. 
September, 1978. The decrease in total sumber of workers in Rubber Plantations during the 
quarter under review was due to strike and lay off ordered by some of the estate owners in the last 
month of the quarter under review. The average daily earnings of Garden Labour permanent 
men and women workers in September, 1979 quarter ended were Rs. 11.71 and Rs.9.94as against 
Rs. 10.08 and Rs. 6.95 respectively during the quarter ended September, 1978. 


Cinchona plantatiens.—2,645 workets were employed in cinchona plantations during the 
quarter ended under review whereas 2,642 employed in the Corresponding quarter of the previous 
year i.e, September, 1978. The percentage of permanent workers to total number of workers 
was 74 per cent as against 55 per cent during the quarter ended September, 1978. During ‘h. 
quarter ended the percentage of average daily attendance was g7 per cent whereas it waS 76 per 
cent in the corresponding quarter of the previous year Viz. September, 1978. The average earnings 
were Rs. 6.93, Rs. 6.15 and Rs, 4.00 respectively in respect of Garden Labour temporary men, 
women and minor workers during the quarter ended September, 1979 as against Rs, 5.82, Rs. 4.72 
and Rs. 3.98 respectively during the quarter ended September, 1978.

The primary sectc: gene: ally commands the trend jn State ineom: accowating 
for 38,2 porcent of total Net State Dsmestic product during the year 1978-79 with growth of 12.1 
per cent over the previous year. Thisis ma.nly atiribitcd to the performance in agricultural 
front. A bumper harvest of food: grainste the tunc of 83.2 lakhs tonnes during the year suppli- 
mented by a substantial increase in comme’cial crop production have been mainly responsible 
for the increase in the primary sector.
